We respectfully submit the following report of the condition of 
the schools, during the past year: : 

The whole number of children in town, as returned by the 
selectmen, is 92—males, 49, females, 43. The whole number of 
scholars that have attended our schools during the past year, is 
87—males, 41, females, 46, of which one was less than five, and 
eight were over 15 years of age. We know of no person in town, 
between the ages of 14 and 21, who cannot read and write. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Dorothy ‘A. Ring, a young 
lady of good education, and without. previous experience. She 
maintained good order, and the scholars made good improve- 
ment. 

Wishing to attend school, she resigned, and Miss Sarah J. 
Webster took charge of the school the fall term. The school 
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was orderly, and a fair degree of improvement was AEpaKene at 
its close. 

This school is very small, there:being only eight girls attending, 
and only one of these over nine, and three under six years of 
age. It is plain to be seen that there could not be the interest 
shown, in teacher or scholars, that we find in ree classes and 
larger schools. 

The school at the Corner was taught by Miss Mary A. Tilton. 
This school was fortunate in securing the services of an experi- 
enced teacher, a good scholar, and with a faculty of imparting 
instruction, seldom found. She gave especial attention to the 
several classes in reading, a branch of study in which this school 
was deficient. At the close of school a marked degree of im- 
provement was manifest. 

Miss Sadie S. Chase and Miss Mary J. Prescott, teachers at 


the Pound and Falls. 
For two years these teachers have managed these schools with 


never failing interest, laboring earnestly and faithfully to promote 


the best interests of their pupils. ‘The scholars, at every visit of 


your committee, showed that they had been well governed and 


well instructed. 
These are now very pleasant schools. 


In all the schools, the. classes in arithmetic deserve especial 


notice ; in their closing examination, many of them received 90,. 


and EL roo per cent. 
We think we ought to take particular notice of the interest 


that the parents and friends of, the children have manifested in 
visiting the schools during the past year. There have been in 
all, 233 visits. At the North, 32; Corner, 73; Pound, 40, and 
Falls, 83. We hope that all were as well pleased with the schools 
as we have been, which is saying very much to their credit. Al- 


so, we hope they have reported to the voters and influential men 


of the town, for we fail to find any of their names among the 
visitors, how very uncomfortable and dglapidated our school, 
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rooms are, and how unpleasant they must be to teachers and 
scholars—wherein to spend so many of the happiest hours of 
. their lives. 

We hope and feel that all will be interested, so that in the future 
we shall have better and more comfortable school houses, that 
will be an honor to the town, and a lasting benefit to our 
children.
